Washington, D. O., Dec. 6. 
There was a curious piece of political bun- 
combe indulged in today by the House of 
Representatives, as a 


Army Canteen. has the hearty in- 


dorsement of practi- 
cally every. commanding officer in the army, 
was legislated out of existence. A resolution 
offered by Mr. Littlefield of Maine was 
adopted by a rising vote of 159 to 51. The 
resolution was an amendment to the army 
reorganization bill, and it reads: The sale 
of or dealing in beer, wine, or any intoxi- 
cating liquor by any persons at any post 
exchange or canteen, or army transport, or 
any premises used for military purposes, * 
tor bidden.“ 
The members of the House who adopted 
this resolution had not the slightest idea 


that it would ever become a law. Nine-tenths 


of those who voted for the resolution thor- 

oughly believe that the army canteen in an 

institution in the interest of real temperance. 

The national convention of the Women’s. 
Christian Temperance union is in session in 

Washington now, and the action of the 

House this afternoon was the sheerest polit- 

ical trick, in which both Republicans and 
Democrats participated, and which was in- 

tended to placate the good women who have 

been fighting the canteen and President Mc- 

Kinley at the same time. 

The Littlefield amendment will undoubted- 
iy be killed in the Senate, and the conference 
committee of the House will of course agree 
to the Senate’s action, and thereby the mem- 
bers will be enabled to dodge a record vote 
on this question, and the canteen will be con- 
tinued in the future about the same as in 
the past. The army bill itself has a favored 
place now. It is an amendment to the Sen- 
ate bill to reorganize the artillery. All the 
Senate has to do is to disagree to the House 
amendment, and then the whole subject c 
be settled in conference. A conference re- 
port is always privileged, and thus the army 
bill is put in a position where it does not 
antagonize any other measure Fo elther

President. This bill was amended in some 
minor respects, but the staff features as

Many candidates seeking Judge Yates’ ola I mained in the bill. It provides for a per- 


manent instead of a detailed staff depart- 
ment, but officers with the rank as high as 
that of Lieutenant Colonel and Major can 
be detailed to duty in the various staff de- 
partments for a term of four years, after 
which they must return to the line. 

Before an officer is detailed to any of the 
staff departments he must pass an examina- 
tion before a board consisting of one staff 
and two line officers, and be recommended 
for the detail by his commanding officers. 
The bill in its present shape provides for a 
veterinary corps, and also for thirty dentists 
to look after the teeth of the enlisted men. 

The measure adopted today is a substi- 
tute for the bill providing for the reorganiza- 
tion of the artillery arm of the service 
passed by the Senate last winter. In the 
Senate Mr. Hawley has already introduced 
the original army bill prepared by Mr. Root, 
which provides for a complete reorganization 
of the staff department. This will be offered 
as a substitute for the House bill, and the 


conference committee ultimately to be ap- 


pointed will quite possibly agree to it, as 
there are several influential Republican Sen- 
ators who will not agree to any general reor- 
ganization bill which does not provide for 
the long-desired reform in the staff depart- 
ment.

The commission scheme for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River contemplates co- 
operation of the Drainage board, the Lake 
Carriers’ association, the Real Sstate board, 
the present River Improvement association 
composed mainly of big shippers, tug, and 
vessel owners, and all civic organizations of 
taxpayers. It is proposed that the commis- 
gion shall have as its members a number of 
expert engineers, and in addition to its re- 
port submit recommendations as to whether 
the Drainage board, the government, the 
City of Chicago, the existing River Improve- 
ment association, or an entirely new cor- 
poration, practically independent of, but rep- 
resenting all these, as well as other inter- 
ests, should have charge of the future work 
of improvement.

BSIDY BILL. 


Senate Committee on Commerce Devotes 


Considerable Time to Marine 
Measure. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6—The Senate 


Committee on Commerce held its first meet- 
ing of the session today. The meeting was 
devoted mainly to the consideration of the 
ship subsidy bill and to amendments sug- 
gested by Chairman Frye. | 

The amendment requiring vessels clearing 
for foreign ports to carry cargo amounting 
to 50 per cent of their carrying capacity was 
adopted by the committee. 
Another amendment relates to the division 


of the annual award of $9,000,000 between 


ships on the Atlantic Ocean and those on the 
Pacific, As originally provided, 70 per cent 
of the amount was to be expended upon the 
Atlantic and 30 per cent on the Pacific, with 
an additional provision that in case the en- 
tire 30 per cent should not be utilized on 
the Pacific it might be diverted to the At- 
lantic. There was no reciprocal provision 
in the interest of the Pacific ships. That is 
provided by today’s action. 

The section relating to the granting of 
American registry to foreign-built ships was 
amended so as to further guard against 
fraud by showing from records, already on 
file in the Treasury department; exactly 
what vessels of that description are to be 
admitetd to American registry under the 
bill, and thus avoid all dispute as to the total 
volume of the tonnage. 

An amendment to section 10 requires that 
“all fittings and machinery forming: a part 
of the construction of the vessels built in the 
United States under the provisions of this act 
shall be of American manufacture, provided 
they ean be obtained in this country.“

Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.— Brigadier Gen- 
eral Charles P. Eagan, Commissary General 
of Subsistence, who has been under sus- 
pension since Feb. 9, 1899, by sentence of

METRIC SYSTEM AFTER 1902. 


Bill Favoring Use of French Weights 
and Measures by United States Fa- 
vorably Reported to Congress. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—The bill of Re 
resentative Shafroth of Colorado for the 
adoption of the metric system by the United 
States was today favorably reported by 
unanimous vete of the House Committee on 
Coinage, Weights, and Measures. The bill 
was changed go as to make the system go into 
effect on Jan. 1, 1903. 

Mr. Shafroth stated that all the civilized 
nations except Great Britain and the United 
States had adopted the metric system, Rus- 
sia being the last to do so a few weeks ago. 
The bill as reported provides: 

“That on and after Jan. 1, 1903, all the 
departments of the government of the United 
States, in the transaction of all business re- 
quiring the use of weight and measurement, 
except in completing the survey of public. 
lands, shall employ and use only the weights 
and measures of the metric system, and on 
and after Jan-1, 19038, the weights and meas- 
ures of the metric system shall be the legal 
standard weights and measures of and in th 
United States.“

O Gars. King & Co.'s juggiery of public coal 
contracts extended even to the fuel delivered 
by the firm. to the public schools. Here, 
however, as in the case of the city, close in- 
‘spection detected attempts at substituting 
Interior grades of coal fer the contract grade, 
and reductions were promptly made in their 
bills for the inferior deliveries. Through the 
lack of such a system of inspection this 
firm has succeeded in continuing a substitu- . 
tion of cheap coal at the great county insti- 
tutions during the two years and a half it 
has held the county coal contracts. 

The records of the Board of Education 
read like a reprint of the city and county 
records, in that O’Gara, King & Co. have 
been constantly accused of delivering bad 
coal to the schools, and frequent demands 
have been made on the firm to comply with 
the terms of its contracts and provide the 
apecified grade of coal. 

During the year ending last June reduc 
tions of more than $30,000 were made by the 
Board of Eduration on the bills of contrac- 
tors supplying coal to the schools within the 
four city school districts. Of this sum the 
firm of O'Gara, King & Co. was forced to 
bear a heavy share. Chief Engineer T. J. 
Waters of the Board of Education has sent 

the firm as many as six letters within a 
month, accusing the firm of delivering in- 
ferior coal and demanding an immediate | 
change of tactics. 


Prices Gradually Advanced. 


The firm of O’Gara, King & Co. managed | 
to get their first school coal contract in July, 
1808. The contract was to deliver Indiana | 
block cal to the forty-hine schools in the 
Second City School District at a price of 
$2.08 a ton. During the year of 1807-1886 
12,403 tons had 
holding this contract. 

O'Gara, King & Co., however, during the 
succeeding year of 1898-1800 succeeded in 
delivering 15,205 tons to the same schools | 
and in getting pay for this amount. At the 
close of this year they secured the contract | 
to furnish coal for a year to the schools in | 
the Third District. : 

From July, 1808, to July, 1890, 14,414 tons | 
were delivered in this district. But from , 
July, 1899, to July, 1900, O’Gara, King & Co. 
dumped 15,664 tons of coal at these same 
schools, receiving 52.83 a ton. Last July the 
again captured the contract fer the 
Third District, setting the price, however, at | 
$3.40 a ton. 

Chief Engineer Waters sent letter after | 
letter lodging’ complaints against the de- 
liveries under these contracts. A half+dozen |

LIFE-LONG RESIDENT OF CHICAGO 
A VICTIM OF APOPLEXY. 


His Father Was One of the City's 
Pioneers—Through His Experience 
as a Land-Owner the Son Became an 


Expert Regarding Real Estate Val- 
ues—Built the Memorial Hall of the 
Art Institute—Known for Unosten- 
tatious Benefactions, 
Charles William Fullerton died yesterday, 
after a brief illness, at his residence, 628 
Dearborn avenue. He had been stricken 
with apoplexy last Tuesday after having 
suffered a slight indisposition for several 
days. He did not rally from the shock, 
hardly regaining consciousness, and his 
death occurred at 3:20 in the afternoon. 
Mr. Fullerton was born in Chicago sixty- 
two years ago. His father, Alexander N. 
Fullerton, lived at that time where the Ful- 
lerton Block now stands, near Dearborn and 
Washington streets. His father and mother, 
who was a daughter of Judge Silas Hubbell 
of Champlain, Vt., came to Chicago in 1833, 
being among the first settlers. His mother 
died when he was still a small child, and 
his father afterward married Mrs. Jane E. 
Hill, to whom were born three children. 
After the death of his father Mr. Fullerton 
made his home with his stepmother’ until 
her death, which occurred years ago. 
Since that time he lived with his step- 
sister, Miss Martha Hill. 


Father Left Large Estate. 

His father died in September, 1880, leaving 
a large estate, consisting chiefly: of real 
estate, which was increased under the man- 
agement of the son. The elder Fullerton 
owned an interest in lumbering in Michigan, 
and through it bécame connected with the 
lumber business. For years he had a yard 
in North Water street. He acquired large 
tracts of suburban and farming land to the 
northwest of the old city limits. Fullerton 
avenue was named after him, and passed 
through a large subdivision owned by him. 


Fellow Student with Dewey. 

Charles W. Fullerton graduated from the 
Union College of Law in 1860. He was also 
a graduate of Norwich Military Academy, 
being a student with Admiral Dewey. After 
completing his student life proper, for he 
always was a student and was known asa 
constant and close reader, he settled again 
in Chicago. His private interests made it 
impossible for him to devote much time to 
the practice of his profession of law. . 

He was a director and a life member of the 
Art Institute. He was also a member of the 
Academy of Sciences, the Chicago club, the 
University club, the Union club, and the Chi- 
cago Athletic association. He was fond of 
out-of-door sports and at the time of his 
death was President of the Exmoor Golf club 


of Highland Park. 
Built a Memorial Hall. 

„Mr. Fullerton’s real generosity and benev- 
olence have often been remarked,” said one of 
his friends last night. He alwayg was 
ready to aid a worthy object, and he gave 
much in an unostentatious way to help scien- 
tific and literary organizations. One of his 
largest benefactions was the gift of a building

New York Packers Buy Aberdeen An- 
gus Advance, Paying Highest Price 


on Record—Fifteen Cattle Sold for | 


$3,469.90, or 15 1-2 Cents a Pound— 
Winners Parade Before a Large 
Crowd at Night—Carcass Awards to 
Be Made Tomorrow. 


. This 
was paid at the fat stock show yester- 
day when the “8. & 8.“ people, Schwarts- 
schild & Sulzberger of New York, bought B. 
R. Plerce’s steer Advance for $1.50 a pound. 
This was paid for beef on the hoof, and as 
the steer tipped the scale at 1,430 pounds, 
the price was $2,145. A. Weber, a wholesale 
butcher of Kansas City, bid $1.45 a pound 
and was the last competitior to give up. 

Advance is an Aberdeen Angus, and his 
breeder is elated not only at the steep price 
paid for the animal, but at the vindication 
of his early faith in the breed. 

Another important sale of the day was 
a carload of fifteen Angus cattle, bred by 
W. H. Kerrick of Bloomington, Ill. These 
cattle brought $3,469.90, or at the rate of 
15% cents per pound. Kerrick last year sold 
at the Stock-Yards a carload of cattle of 
similar breed for 8% cents per pound, and 
that at that time, was the world’e record. 

Until now cattle men have whispered that 
as much as fifteen cents a pound might be 
given for beef on the hoof, but no one be- 
lieved that the time would really ever come. 

In spite of the inclement weather last night 
the evening parade of prize winners took 
place before a large audience. In addition 
there was a drill by a company of the Stock- 
Yards Equestrian club. M. H. Tichenor & 
Co. sent several of their high steppers, in- 
cluding Nutpick, into the ring, and Louis 
Newgass drove a road four to which a cock 
horse was subsequently attached to the 
amazement of some of the country con- 
tingent. 

In the morning there was a lively competi- 
tion between draft horses in harness, and in 
the afternoon, beside the sensational fat 
cattle sales, there was an interesting sale of 
Galloways.

Consumers of gas in the Hyde Park district 
will have to pay hereafter a-net rate of $1 a 


gas to the charges controlling for illuminat< 
ing gas in this district has been made by the 
People’s Gaslight and Coke company as a re- 
sult of a sult brought in the Circuit Court, 
seeking to force the company to reduce the 
rate for fuel gas in other sections of the city 
to the lower rate controlling in Hyde Park.

the Hyde Park Gas company was merged into 
the People’s company in 1897. 


K. G. Billings of the People’s Gaslight an“ 
Coke company last night, with the unde 
standing that we will contest the suit, and 
should the courts determine that the varying 
rate may be continued in the Hyde Park dis- 
trict the excess amount beyond the seventy- 
two-cent price for the intervening time will 
be rebated to the consumers when the case 
is settled.” 


Serve Notice on Consumers. 

Circulars have been issued to the Hyde 
Park consumers serving notice of the in- 
crease. It is pointed out that the old Hyde 
Park Gas company charged $1 a thousand 
for illuminating gas and 72 cents a thousand 
for the same manufactured product fur- 
nished for fuel purposes. 
the gas consolidation bill passed by the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1897, marking the absorp- 
tion of this company by the People’s com- 
pany, the only restriction entered as to rates 
was that the corporation into which any 
company is consolidated shall not increase 
the price charged by it.“ 

“We allowed the 72-cent rate which cus- 
tomers of the Hyde Park company had been 
given to continue,” said President Billings, 
„ because we thought objections would re- 
sult if a change was made. We had the 
right, however, to put the price to $1 a thou- 
sand at any time during that interval. Now 
that an attempt is made to fix 1 — shee 
everywhere the only recourse we ha 0 
advance the fuel gas price in this district. 

There is talk in Hyde Park that a con- 
certed movement of citizens may take this 
matter into the courts. A number of Alder- 
men have been asked to take the matter into 
the City Council. 

Protests Before Committee. 

Alderman Alling protested before the 
Judiciary committee yesterday against the 
methods of the city in handling funds for 
public improvements. There is $2,000,000 in 
the hands of the City Treasurer which be- 
longs to contractors or property-owners, 
and which cannot be secured by its owners 
because of the methods used in collecting 
and handling the fund. Part if this money 
has been secured from property-owners for 
improvements which never were made. 

“When a citizen goes to the Controller to 
recover this money which he has paid for 
an improvement never undertaken he is 
treated as if he were a book agent,” said 
Alderman Alling. It I were Mayor of Chi- 
cago I would see that there was a change in 
this policy. I would see that such citizens 
get some sort of satisfaction. They are 
told that if they are patient for a year or 
so they may get their money. A little com- 
mon courtesy instilled into some of these 
departments would do no harm.” 

In behalf of the Controller it was stated 
by other members of the committee that the 
fault was not in his department, but lay with 
the City Treasurer, who, by his method of 
returning accounts to the Controller, made it 
impossible for him to refund the money to 
property-owners.

GOMPERS MAKES REPORT. 


Says Order Is Prosperous and 
Must Continue to Fight 
Organized Capital. 


STRIKES A NEEDED WEAPON. 


Louisville, Ky., Dec, 6.—[Special.J—The 
twentieth annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor was begun in Music 
Hall today. Over 200 delegates were pres- 
ent. President Gompers rapped for order 
and without any formality introduced Wiil- 
jam M. Higgins, who delivered the address 
of welcome. The response was by President 
Gompers, who made an impressive plea for 
organized effort for the uplifting of the 
toller. He urged the delegates to papas ae: 


efforts. 

“The wrongs and grievances of 3 
mankind find expression in the American 
Federation of Labor,“ said he. He referred 

to the delegates from England and Scotland 
and extended to them a welcome. He then 
formaily opened the convention. N 

The Committee on Credentials reported. a 
total of 205 delegates, representing sixty-one 
national organizations, ten State organiza- 
tions, forty-two central bodies, and fifty-nine 
local bodies. There are three fraternal dele- 
gates-at-large. 

Three Women Delegates. 

Three women delegates sit in the conven- 
tion—Miss Sarah Groshans of Streator, III.; 
Miss Emma Lanppert of Galesburg, III.; and 
Ellen King of Petersburg, Ind. All repre- 
sent regular trades unions. 

There are only two protests against the 
seating of delegates, the first by the National 
~ Brewers’ union, filed against the Stationary 
Firemen and Engineers’ brotherhood, and 
the United Garmentmakers’ union, against 
the Chicago Central Labor union. The con- 
tests are on questions of jurisdiction. 

The visiting fraternal delegates are Peter 
Curren of London and John Weir, Glasgow. 

President Gompers’ annua! address was a 
comprehensive review of the labor situa- 
tion, touching particularly the necessity o 
organized effort to meet new industrial con- 
ditions, dwelling upon the growth of trades 
unionism, an increase of 849 charters be- 
_ing shown during the year, and a net in- 
‘erease of 83,027. unions, with a membership 
of 204,329. The most important strike was 
in the anthracite coal region, which has done 
much for unionism. Of the 688 strikes, in- 
volving 213,190 persons, 455 were successful 
and 106 were lost. Seventy-four were com- 
promised and 53 are still pending. Through 
them 217,493 persons were benefited and 
11,257 suffered by loss or compromise. 


Opposes Compulsory Arbitration. 

A strong stand was taken by President 
Gompers against compulsory * arbitration.

STREETS MUST BE SPRINKLED BE- 
‘FORE SWEEPERS ARE USED. 


F. H. Solon, in Charge of the Cleaning, 
Declares in the Face of Overwhelm- 
ing Testimony te the Contrary, That 
a Water Wagon Was Sent Over the 
Pavements Wednesday Night Ahead 
of the Machines—H. F. Downey, the 
Owner, Denies It. 


Commissioner McGann gave orders yester- 
day that no more street sweeping be done 
until the streets are first sprinkied. The 
outrage of citizens suffering from the chok- 
ing dust cloud at State and Madison streets 
on Wednesday night, and the added conduct 
of the drivers of the machines in ignoring 
the protest of pedestrians and actually hurl- 
ing back insults started the commissioner 
out to make a thorough investigation. His 
order was the result. 

After reading the story in Tus Trisune 
about the dust clouds raised on State street 
F. H. Solon, who isin charge of all street and 
alley cleaning, hurried early in the morning 
to the corner of State and Madisor streets, 
after all evidences of the artificial dust storm 
had been carefully washed away, and then 
repaired to the City Hall triumphant. 

Mandel Bros.“ sidewalk,”’ he said, was 
as clean as a floor; there was not a particle 
of dirt upon it.“ 

Robert Mandel, superintendent of the 
firm’s building, said ten minutes later: Our 
sidewalk was washed early this morning, as 
it has been every morning since the con- 
structlon ot the building commenced.”

Government Attorneys B Rest in Prosecu- 
| tion of Case Against Metropolitan

The government attorneys rested yester- 
day afternoon in the prosecution of the case 
against James and Thomas Armstrong, of- 
ficials of the alleged diploma mill,” or 
Metropolitan Medical College. This came as 
a surprise for the defense, but Attorney 
Clark was ready with a few witnesses, and 
he at once started in to offset the evidence 
which had accumulated against his clients. 
United States District Attorney Bethea is 
confident that he has made out a good case 
against the defendants, and that they will 
be convicted and sentenced for using the 
mails to further a scheme which by many 
witnesses is said to be fraudulent. 

The prosecution closed after evidence had 
been introduced to show the extent of the 
alleged fraud, and after several well known

LET TEACHERS STICK TO TEACHING.

echedules affecting certain corporations. 
The object was to get more money for 
school purposes and especially for teach- 
ers’ salaries. Questions of tax levies are 
Outside the teacher's province and the 
movement has been looked upon with silent 
or open disapproval by the people. As 
Draper says, the citizens want 
teachers to teach. It is best for the cob- 
bler to stick to his last and for teachers 
not to take up matters “ which properly and 
lawfully should fall upon others.” Sporadic 
excursions of this kind into the domain of 
politics are likely to do more harm than 
good. In the nature of the case teachers 
are not likely to know so much about a 
Question of tax adjustments as the men 
chosen to attend to that work. On the 
other hand, this dabbling in political mat- 
ters by teachers tends to encourage polit- 
ical interference with the school system, and 
this is infinitely worse than any defect jn 
the tax system that teachers could possibly 
reform, | 
Beyond a doubt, President Draper is 
correct when he lays down the general 
principle that it is better for teachers to 
adhere closely to their teaching and to avoid 
all movements or organizations which are

BEWARE OF THE SUBSIDY BILL. 

Already there is much uneasiness manifest 
| among the people over the suggestion that 
war taxes shall be continued in order that 
$9,000,000 a year may be turned over to 
mine-owners, shipbuilders, and other rich 
men, for the most part living in the East, 
while it has not as yet been demonstrated 
that a particle of benefit will accrue to any 
agricultural interest, nor much if any to the 
7 manufacturing interests of the middle West. 
It may be that some producers on the sea- 
board will be enabled to transport their 
commodities to foreign markets at a lower 
rate than at present. This will not be the 
case as to the West, which is handicapped, 
so far as the sale of manufactured products 
in foreign markets is concerned, by its“ 
distance from the seaboard and the cost of 
railroad transportation. 

Nor has any sufficient reason bee 
vanced why the money of the people should 
be used to subsidize particular private com- 
mercial interests. The word “ subsidy” is 
odious to the people. It is itself enough 
to damn any measure to which it is at- 
tached. That word has killed more than 
one statesman. Senator Pomeroy of Kan- 
sas was known to his dying day as Sub- 
sidy Pom.” A nickname of that kind, which 
sticks and stings forever, may be attached

IN THE BRIDEWELL. 

The city bridewell at the present moment 
affords an interesting illustration of the 
results of the Mayor’s lenient policy regard- 
ing tramps and worthless characters, That 
institution is so completely filled with this 
class of lodgers that it has become impossi- 
ble to carry on the skilled industries pro- 
vided for within its walls. Superintendent 
Sloan has found it necessary to apply for a 
salaried tailor to do the work of the institu- 
tion because there is no inmate who can or 


will do that kind of work. This is typical 


of the radical change that has taken place 
in the character of the inmates. There are 
now scarcely any skilled artisans in the 


bridewell, though the place is full of able- 
‘bodied men. The vast majority af these 


fellows come from out of town,” says Mr. 
Sloan. Ohicago has attracted them here. 
They have excellent appetites and never 
complaip of insomnia, but they are not dis- 
posed to work at a trade.” 

It is gratifying that there are so few 
artisans behind the bridewell bars, but it is 
not pleasing that the city should have to 
support a lot of invited tramps in idleness. 
The prisoners are largely of the class wha 
deliberately commit petty offenses every au- 
tumn with a view to getting warm lodgings 
and free board through the winter. They 
have never learned a trade and are by no 
means anxious to learn one. They would 
rather loaf, and the bridewell has no terrors 
for them so long as there is no kind of un- 
skilled labor that they can be made to do. 

Mr. Sloan suggests that it would be a 
good thing to establish three or four courses 
of instruction for teaching these men trades. 
That might be good for the few who had 
any ambition to learn, but it would not be 
likely to amount to much with the great 
mass of chronic crooks and loafers. It 
would be much more effective if every man 
without a trade could be compelled to put 
in a full day’s work at some sort of un- 
skilled ‘labor. A correspondent suggests 
that they be made to clean thestreets. This 
is the right kind of cure for vagrancy, but 
the street-cleaning idea is not so practicable 
as some other that might be hitupon. What 
is needed is some place, outside of the 
bridewell as well as within, where tramps 
and able-bodied beggars can be sent to earn 
their lodgings and meals by hard work of 
dome kind. Then if they do not go there 
voluntarily they should be arrested as 
vagrants and compelled to work inside of 
prison bars. | 

Such a plan would quickly counteract the 
evil effects of the city administration’s pres- 
ent standing invitation to all tramps and 
hobos to come and make Chicago their win- 
ter resort. Work is the one infallible test 
by which the deserving can be separated 


+ from the undeserving. If tramps know they 


will be compelled to work in Chicago they 
will give this city a wide berth. Such a 
reform would cause a sudden shrinkage in 
the number of the present Mayor’s friends in 
the cheap lodging-houses and in the bride- 
well, but it would deliver the citizens from 
a reign of criminality like that of recent 
weeks. | 


 ZORN AND THE MILLIONAIRE. . 

Anders L. Zorn, the distinguished Swedish 
painter, an artist of interaational reputa- 
tion, has run against one of those obstacles 
which often confront portrait painters—the 
sitter hg refuses to pay. Mr. Zorn ar- 
ranged with Mr. Henry Clay Pierce of 
St. Louis, a multi-millionaire and Standard 
Oil magnate, to paint his portrait and those 
of his wife and daughter for the sum of 


$4,000 each, all three portraits being full 
length. The agreement upon price was 


a verbal one. When the portraits were fin- 
ished Mr. Pierce suggested certain changes 
and these were made. When he suggested 
certain other changes, Mr. Zorn declined 
to make them, as they would reflect upon 
his reputation as an artist. Then Mr. Pierce 
refused to pay for the pictures, and Mr. 
Zorn has brought suit to recover the price 
agreed upon. In his answer Mr. Pierce 
contends he is not bound by his contract 
because it was not put in writing. Upon 
this technicality he will seek to evade pay- 
ment for three pictures which all critics 
who have seen them pronounce master- 
pieces, and which the St. Louis Museum of 
Fine Arts would gladly purchase at the 
price Mr. Pierce refuses to pay, as speci- 
mens of Zorn’s artistic skill, which no one 
questions. 

How the courts will regard the point 
raised by Mr. Pierce or how the suit will 
result no one can say, but even should 
it end in Mr. Zorn’s favor it may not prove 
of any financial advantage to him. In a 
contest between an artist and a multi- 
millionaire the formtr has little chance 
of recouping himself even if he wins. Mr. 
Whistler understands this and has used his 
knowledge to good purpose. He once 
brought suit against Ruskin for some dis- 
paraging remarks and recovered only a nom- 
inal sum. Thereupon he adopted a different 
course, which he has since followed. Mr. 
Whistler is quite as effective with his pen 
as with his brush, and in his “ Gentle Art 
of Making Enemies” evened up his score 


' with Ruskin and several others in a man- 


ner which attracted the attention of the 
whole reading ‘world. When Baron Eden 


refused to accept a portrait of Lady Eden, 


under circumstances not unlike those of the 
Pierce-Zorn difficulty, Mr. Whistler prompt- 


ly issued his stinging brochure, The 


Baronet and the Butterfly,” in which Baron 
Eden found himself pilloried for the con- 
temptuous laughter of the world. In this 
manner Mr. Whistler not only satisfied his 
own resentment, but has derived from royal- 
ties on his books a larger sum than he had 
demanded for his pictures. Mr. Zorn, who 
wields a sharp pen, might take a lesson from 
Mr. Whistler, and add something readable 
to the “Gentle Art of Making Enemies.”

A WORD TO THE REFORMERS. | 
That the Congregational ministers and 
people of Chicago are thoroughly in earnest 
in their proposéd crusade against vice in 
the city is beyond question. That they 
exert a large influence and may accomplish 
important results is also true. How strong 
ly that influence may he felt and how great 
and permanent may be the result of their 
efforts depend largely upon the way in 

which the crusade is managed. 

In the first place they should not attempt 
too large a contract. To drive all vicé out 
of the city is beyond the efforts of any body 
of men. On the other hand, there are a 
number of directions in which they may 
concentrate their work with good prospects 
of success. Let them, for instance, take up 
the matter of disorderly houses and dives 
immediately adjoining and surrounding pub- 
lic school buildings. In a report made to the 
Chicago Woman's club on Wednesday they 
will find the case cited of a school building 
in the First Ward the rooms of which look 
directly out into the open windows of a 
disorderly house. Across the street from it 
are two basement dives and on the three cor- 
ners of the street are located saloons. All 
these places, it is said, violate the law 
which prohibits such places within certain 
distance of a public school building. If 
the reformers will take up this specific case 
it is not likely that they will find any man 
so hardened that he will, publicly at least, 
attempt to defend it. First making sure of 
their facts, they should be able to appeal 
to the Mayor and to the School board so 
forcibly that both will see the necessity of 
action, In addition they will have the force 
of an almost united public sentiment be- 
hind them, for the attempt to properly edu- 
cate future citizens amidst such surround- 
ings is eo idle as to admit of no apology or 
defense. | 

Again, the reformers might well take up 
the question of suppressing the dives which 
cater especially to young men and women. 
To ascertain just which “resorts” come 
under this category is a piece of unpleasant 
work which is necessary before reform can 
be hoped for. Armed with specific facts 
and inetances of this kind, the committee of 
the association might appeal to Mayor Har- 
rison with. some prospect of success, for he 
has stated that he stands ready to revoke 
the licenses of saloons which sell liquor to 
minors. That such places do exist and that 
evidence can be procured against them is 
beyond question. ey 

It is, of course, unnecessary to su to 
men of experience in reformatory work that 
mere agitation, unbacked by careful and 
thorough. work, is not likely to result in 
permanent benefit. It may even be ques- 
tioned whether in some instances it does not 
do more harm than good, divekeepers get- 
ting the benefit of free advertisement at the 
expense of zealous but indiscreet reformers. 


GLASGOW’S ELECTRIC LIGHTING. 

The opening a few weeks ago of two new 
generating stations by the electricity de- 
partment of the City of Glasgow has put 
that department in a position to furnish 
electric light practically in every part of the 
city. ! 
The decision of the municipality to under- 
take electric lighting was reached and the 
requisite parliamentary authority obtained 
in 1890, that authority covering the right 
to supply light for private as well as public 
use. Progress was slow at first, and there 
was a private company in existence. The 
city, however, bought out the latter in 
1893, and since that time the development 
of the city plant has been continuous. The 
number of consumers has increased from 
108 to 2,852 and the revenue from about 
$38,000 to nearly $300,000. The recent ex- 
tensions also give promise of a marked in- 
crease in the near future in the number of 
users, | 7 

It was feared that the introduction of elec- 
tricity for lighting would entail a reduced 
demand for gas, the supply of which is a 
municipal monopoly. But instead the de- 
mand for gas has continued to increase, 
being stimulated especially by the wise 
policy of the city in encouraging its use for 
cooking purposes. To this end the gas de- 
partment provides gas stoves, installs 
penny-in-the-slot meters, and has continued 
its traditional policy of steadily reducing 
the price of gas to the cost of production 
plus fixed charges and sinking fund pay- 
ments. The price for several years has been 
52 cents per 1,000 feet. | 

In the widesptead movement by which 
the supply of electric light has come to be 
assumed as a municipal function in British 
cities, it has been the established practice 
not only to provide that this supply should 
extend to private consumers but also, wher- 
ever practicable, to open the way for a mo- 
nopoly of the entire business, both public 
and private, by the municipality. In this 
country the more important municipal un- 
dertakings have, on the other hand, been 
restricted to the supply of light for public 
purposes only—a limitation which is plainly 
arbitrary and which is reasonably claimed 
to work against the financial interests of 
these enterprises. | | 

It is plain that the superior logicalness 
of the British practice is appreciated in this 


country, and it is probable that with the in 


improvement in the efficiency of municipal 
administration which is being realized at 
least in many quarters, such undertakings, 
if they are to be continued as municipal 
enterprises, will extend into the field of 
private supply. : 


ART AND CLEANLINESS IN CHICAGO. 

The members of the Chicago Architectural 
club bave taken Mr. C. R. Ashbee of Lon- 
don much too seriously and sensitively. 
It is a sign of youth and inexperience and 
sometimes of selfishness to be sensitive to 
criticism, whether good or bad, correct or 
incorrect. When it is correct sensitiveness 
is equivalent to an admission of its truth. 
Certainly there is much in Mr. Ashbee’s 
criticism that is true, and it would be better 
for all concerned to concede it. 

When Mr. Ashbee asserts that Chicago 
has little previous history he is correct. The 
Fort Dearborn massacre, the Chicago fire, 
the drainage canal, and the city’s material 
growth do not constitute much of history 
to an Englishman who goes back to Julius 
Ceesar’s time. When he says that he can- 
not appeal for beauty to a people that know 
none, it may be ungracious to say it, but it is 
largely true. There are a few persons who 
love the beautiful, but in only one year of 
Chicago's history have they had the oppor- 
tunity to gratify their sense of beauty, and 
that was in 1893. But that dream of beau- 
ty, the work of a few hands, has vanished, 
and what has taken its place? It is not to 
the discredit of the people of a city scarce 
half a century old that it is not beautiful, 
for beauty is the outgrowth of artistic taste 
and .desires, and these are the outgrowth 
of wealth and leisure. Chicago has some 
wealth, but no leisure as yet. 
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When Mr. Ashbee characterised the 


“nameless city” in such strong terzis, its 


rivers covered with the slime of factory 
refuse,” its “ chimneys, tall and unsightly, 
belching forth a pal of filth,” and its citi- 
zens caring not for improving its conditions, 
the promptness with which the members 
jumped at the conclusion that he meant 
Chicago was a confession of the truth of 
his criticism. Mr. Ashbee subsequently 
asserted that he had not Chicago in mind 
when he described the “nameless city.” 
It was Pittsburg, but the.cloak fits this city 
none the less and it was not seemly for the 
club to get in a huff over it. Chicago is a 
disgracefully unclean city, and so long as 


there is no civie pride in cleanliness it will 
not only remain so but grow dirtier and 
dirtier. In a certain sense the city govern- 


ment is responsible for it. In a greater 
sense the citizens themselves are responsible 
for it. It is the citizens who defile the 
streets. If the majority of them wanted 
clean streets they could have them. It is 


the citizens who poison the atmosphere, | 


ruin property, and endanger health with 
soot and smoke. If they wanted pure air 
and smokeless chimneys they could have 
them. The action of those persons who 
summarily stopped the street eweeping ma- 
chines on Madison street is a case in point. 
The street sweepers will not be likely to 
offend in future. It is rare that a city gov- 
ernment rises above the level of the people 
it represents. If cleanliness is an essential 
of art, then art in Chicago is at a low
